 PROJECT DESCRIPTION 
  
 The City of Thousand Oaks proposes to construct 700’ ± 25’x14’ reinforced double box 

culvert for the relocation of two ramps across the Arroyo Conejo in the southwest quadrant of 
the Borchard Road and 101 Freeway interchange. 

 
 VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE 
 
 Up to 0.1 million gallons per day of groundwater will be pumped from the construction 

excavation in the Arroyo Conejo Channel.  See Attachment 1 for the site location.  The 
groundwater will be discharged to the Arroyo Conejo Channel (Latitude 34° 11’ 38”, 
Longitude 118° 55’ 28”), a water of the United States.  

 
 FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE 
 
 Pumps will only operate at the site as necessary to reduce groundwater level during 

construction activities.  Construction discharge is scheduled to begin in April 2001, and 
projected to last approximately seven months. 
 
REUSE OF WATER 

 
Based on the nature of the project, reuse of the groundwater for construction or other uses is 
not feasible; therefore, the wastewater will be discharged to the river.
